THE YOUBG PEOFLE'S 800IETT AHD THE 
OHÏÏBOH. 

The yoiing people's movement as it 
stands related to 'Christian character and 
work is a movement of the church of 
Christ, The uprísing of young people 
within recent years, which the late Dr. 
Philip Schaff called a "new chapter in 
church history," is an uprísing of young 
people in the church. The movement, 
then, must be regarded, not as a move- 
ment related to the church but distinctly 
of the church. Speaking on this very 
subject recently in Boston, Rev. Francis 
E. Clark, D. D., president of the United 
Society of Christian Endeavor, said : 

"I do not like the use of the word 're- 
lation,' as between the individual church 
and the society, for it implies that while 
they may have sotne connection one with 
another, they are in no sense identical. 

"The word 'relation' is the word that is 
most often used, and which lies, I believe, 
at the foundation of many misconcep- 
tions. Conferences, and ■ associations, 
and presbyteries, and clubs are continual- 
ly dtscussing the relation of the Y. P. S. 
C. E. to the church, as though it be- 
.onged to some distant family branch of 
the church, a poor relation, a distant reia 
tion, a hurnble relation, that needs a lit- 
tle condescending patronage, that comes 
hat in hand seeking some small gratui- 
ties ; or at least a young relation who 
might be turned out at will to make his 
own way in the world. . . 

"But let me ask in all earnestness, 
What is the church? Is it a certain num- 
ber of the older members? Is it the con- 
gregation that gathers to hear the pastor's 
Sunday morning sermon, or to engage in 
the Sunday evening service ? Is it the 
midweek prayer meeting, and no other 
prayer meeting ? The church is all these 
- — but it is morè. The local church is the 
body of Christ's people banded together, 
under certain covenants and fornís, for 
the accoinpll•ihment of Christ's work. 
The morning service and the evening ser- 
více is the church at worship ; the mid- 
week service is the church at prayer ; the 
Sunday-school is the church giving and 
receiving instruction ; the sewing circle is 
the church working for the poor ; the mis- 
sionary society is the church praying and 
giving for the advancement of the king- 
dom of God ; the Christian Endeavor So- 
ciety ís the church in training for the 
practical service of the kingdom. Is it 
entirely fair, then, continually to assume 
that the church is onething and the socie- 
ty quite another ? 

"The truth is, the church is not one 


service or one organizalion, but many — a 
family of organisms, each one of which is 
necessary to the full life of the church, 
just as the grandfather and grandmothcr, 
the father and mother, and Mary, and 
John, and Helen, and Herbert, down to 
the little two year old toddler, or the six 
weeks old baby, constilute the family. A 
church of grandfalhers and grandmothers, 
however respectable, staid, and irre- 
proachable, wonld scarcely be the ideal 
church." 

We give these discriminatingutterances 
of T)r. Clark for the purpose of emphasiz- 
ing them. Who has not heard the ques- 
tion discussed over and over again, 
"What is the relation of the young peo- 
ple's society to the church?" In conven- 
tions, Sunday-school and ministerial asso- 
ciations, the changes have been rung on 
the word "relation" till it has somelimes 
seemed that a convention could not be 
held without the prescntation and discus- 
sion of "relations" — relations of all sorts 
of specific Christian movements to the 
church. Let us now be done with these 
qüestions, taking the sensible vicw of Dr. 
Clark, that the Sunday -school, young peo 
ple's society, etc, are not related lo the 
church, but parts of the church, vital 
parts, which cannot be separaled froni it 
without destroying its entirety and power.

— Henry M. Stanley has been elected 
to a seat in the British parliament. 

— As a result of a meeting of nail men, 
at Boston, July 22, nails have advanced 
fifty cents perkeg.

"We, Ihe trustees 
of tlie Young People's Society of Christian 
Endeavor, repesenting a consti lueney of 
nearly two uiïllion ami a half, assembleu 
in Boston, in oïtr fourteenth atinual inter- 
national convention, 50,000 strong, most 
respectfully address and pelition Her 
Majesty, the Queen of'Engtand, urging 
upon her attention the terrible condition 
of the Christian subjeets of Turkey and 
praying her in the name of a common 
faith and an oulraged conscience, to use 
her great influence and aulhority to help 
thosc who are perishing, an<l lo give to 
that country a safe and just government." 
This petilion is to also be sent lo ihe 
President of the United States.
